An organic EL device which comprises a glass substrate 
plate having an organic luminescent part, a sealing case having a cap to be sealed with 
said glass plate to enclose said organic luminescent part and a water-scavenging means 
installed inside said sealing case, the water-scavenging means containing the 
water-scavenging agent of claim 1 . 



The organic EL device of claim 3, wherein the water-scavenging agent 
is in the form of a layer coated on the inner wall of the sealing case.
